“TOURISTS TO PLAY BLIND 


MAN’S BUFF” 


At the meeting of the Dublin County Board 
of Health yesterday, Dr. Harbison, Super- 
intendent Medical Officer for the County, 
reported that the prevalence of scarlet fever 
continued, and that hospital accommodation 
for such cases was still taxed to the utmost. 
The incidence of diphtheria continued to 
diminish, only five cases having been notified 
in August. 

The matter of the public lighting of Skerries 
came up for consideration, and 

Mr. P. Belton moved that the existing 
contract be determined. No where in County 
Dublin, he said, would such a condition of 
public lighting be found as in Skerries, and 
the Electricity Supply Board was inexcusable 
in the matter. e most powerful lamp in 
Skerries was of 100 watts, while everywhere 
else the average lamp was of 200 watts. In 
Skerries there were forty-four lamps of an 
aggregate of 3,520 watts, costing £254 for 
a nine months’ supply. The Skerries lighting 
was a private undertaking. The cost per 
watt was nearly ls. 6d., while in Malahide, 
which was lighted by the Electricity Supply 
Board, the cost was only 3id. a watt, and 
the supply was for. a full twelve months. 
Malahide had sixty-five lamps of 15,600 watts, 
and the cost to the Board of Public Health 
was only £195. It was a joke to say that 
Skerries was publicly lighted, and yet they 
had struck a rate for tourist development, 
while one of the principal seaside places in the 
county was left in darkness, e held that 
the Electricity Supply Board had not done 
its duty as regards Skerries. 

Mr. W. Rollins seconded the motion, and 
said that they could not anew visitors” to 
come to Skerries to play blind man’s buff. 

Mr. P. J. Fogarty said that the Board of 
Health should force the Electricity Supply 
Board to do its duty in Skerries. 

The motion was agreed to, and it was 


decided to re-apply to the Electricity Supply 
Board.

It will apply plastic 
therapeutic gymopastics for the cú rn 
of muscle, the preservation and correction of 
the figure. It will remove freckles, warts, 
birthmarks and other blemishes. 

The institute will have a highly-qualified 
siaff of medical specialists in dermatology, 
physical therapy, etc., whom any person may 
consult for advice on beauty treatment. 

There will be three departments at the 
institute, the department of cosmetics, physi- 
cal therapy and plastic-therapeutic gymmnas- 
tics. The cosmetics department will have a 
special chamber equipped with the latest ap- 
pliances for face massage and electro-water 
treatment. In-the department of physical 
therapy will be artificial sunlight, diathermic 
apparatus, and various other physical thera- 
peutic appliances for light, water and elec- 
trical treatment. 

A section of the institute will carry on re- 
search in the perfection of methods for treat- 
ing the skin, in preventive measures, in the 
invention of new cosmetic preparations, while 
an educational section will train personnel 
for practice in the field of medicinal cos- 
metics,

Flats and rooms in the small or private 
type of house usually were let at & rent 
varying from 10s, to £1 per week per flat. 
said Mr, Casey, while in the large tenement 
house, occupied by eight or ten families, 
the rents ran from 2s, to 10s. 6d. per week 
per room. A return of the rents paid by 
the recipients of home assistance, compile 
by the relieving officer, showed that in 100 
tenement houses of the larger type 
there were 560 families, and, allowing 
an average of four to the family, 
this was approximately 2,240 people. 
They found that the tenement houses let 
through the land agency offices were let at 
more reasonable rents than those let by !n- 
Up to the last few years, 
the Corporation had done very little in con- 
nection with housing, but in the last two 
years a great effort was made, and, in ad- 
dition to the houses that already had been 
completed, a scheme to build 370 was being 
arranged. 

Answering questions put to him by mem- 
bers of the Tribunal, Mr. Casey said that a 
court might be set up, which would sit regu- 
larly in different areas to fix fair rents for 
houses that are let in flats. People were 
not so ready to invest their money in house 
property now as they were some years ago, 
One reason for that was that, although the 
Rent Restriction Act d‘d not apply to new 
houses, they were afraid that legislation 
might be introduced to control the rents of 
such property: and another was that more 
attractive investments were offered by new 
industries that had been up in the country 
in the last few years. The rents charged for 
newly-built houses were so high that he felt 
that some form of rent restriction should be 
applied. 

r, Casey stated that people who knew 
absolutely nothing about building had, owing 
to the attractiveness of the loans and to the 
grants given, built houses and made a good 
profit out of them. 

So far as the letting of tenements was con- 
cerned, the position in Limerick was, he said, 
peculiar. Landlords even demanded security 
from tenants, and in many cases public men 
offered themselves as security. The members 
of the Tribunal should visit big cities lke 
Cork and Limerick, and see the conditions for 
themselves. 


PROFITEERING 


The housing problem in Limerich was not 
confined to the labouring class, but applied 
equally to the artisan and the clerk, and in 
the case of the artisan and the clerk 
—s by landlords was even greater. 
n some heuses the tenants were compelled 
to pay from 12s. to 18s. for two-roomed fats. 

lt was mentioned by Mr. Casey that the 
Corporation had advertised for tenders for 
the building of eighty houses, and had ad- 
journed twice without teceiving any. 

Mr. P. Bourke, T.C., Limerick, who stated 
that he appeared in the dual capacity of 
landlord ard tenant, said that it was deplor- 
able that their large employers in Limerick 


‘did not take any interest in the h&asing of 


their workers. He thought it was the duty 
of wealthy employers to provide a reasonable 
amount of housing There should be, he 
said, some legislation to deal with the 
middleman who lived on the profits he made 
on houses, and in twenty years’ time forty 
per cent. of the existing property in Limerick 
would not be standing, yet no provision was 
being made for that. The proper way to deal 
with slum clearance was to provide houses 
for the people who could pay the rents, and 
to give to the slum-dwellers the houses that 
these people vacated. : 

Provide them with houses at the expense of 
the ratepayers? asked Mr. John Herlihy, a 
member of the Tribunal. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Bourke, 
expense of the ratepayers.” 

Mr. M. P. Colivet, another member of the 
Tribunal, asked Mr. Bourke did he see any 
prospect of getting the private investor 
interested in building houses in Limerick 
again. 


RECONSTRUCTED STABLES 


Mr. Bourke replied that the position was 
peculiar in Limerick, where there were so 
many poor people. The city had not got its 
fair share of the new industries, and in that 
respect Limerick had been treated unfairly 
by both Governments. They wanted. imme- 
diate help fo: housing in Limerick, because 
there was property in it that, if he had his 
way, he would nct allow to stand for twenty- 
four hours. It was inhuman to have people 
living in the houses that he had in mind. 
He was not speaking politically, but he would 
say that it was no credit to any Government 
that those conditions should obtain. Rents 
were too high for the accommodation offered. 
Disused stables and factories were recon- 
structed and reconditioned, and he computed 
that. the owners would get back the money 
that they expended in three and a half years.

STONES THROWN AT 
BELFAST TRAIN

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

An attack upon an excursion train with 
toman Catholic children from West Belfast, 
returning frow Newcastle to Belfast on June 
7 last, was described in the Belfast Re- 
corder’s Court to-day, when Barbara E. 
Gilmore. of Duncairn avenue, Belfast, sought. 
compensation in respect of an injury she 
received to the left. temple and left eyelid 
while a passenger in the train. 

The Recorder granted £20 compensation. 

Opening the case, Mr. W. W. Topping 
said that between Connswater Bridge and 
Dee strect a crowd had collected along the 
County Down Railway line and stoned an 
excursion train coming from Newcastle. Part 
of the glass from a carnage window struck 
his client in the eye. 

Applicant stated that on the date in ques- 
tion she was a passenger in an excursion 
train coming from Newcastle, when she 
heard a lot of screaming <A window was 
broken, and she discovered that she had been 
cut on the eve. i 

The Recorder—Did you get the missile 
that came into the carriage ’—No, we could 
not find it. Witness said that she received 
first-aid treatment at the railway station. and 
afterwards she was trected at the Mater 
Hospital. She was also attended by Dr. 
Rosenberg. 

Witness said that she had previously 
attended a doctor for treatment to her eve, 
which was getting better at the time of the 
occurrence. 

Mr, Craig—Would I be right in describing 
your injuries as a slight cut to the temple 
and a slight cut to the evaid ?—Yes. 

Sergeant H. Hosford said that on June 7 
he was on duty at the Belfast and County 
Down Railway line between Connewater and 
Dee street. He saw crowds of people in 
yards waving. Union Jacks. He saw no 
stones being thrown. and he saw no attacks 
being made on the train. 

Judge Thompson, in giving his decision, 
said that. it was agreed on both sides that 
there were crowds along the railway line, 
and that..they . were. shouting and; waving 
flags.

CORONER’S COMMENTS 
AT INQUEST 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 


“ Some time ago I had reasons to comment 
on the under-staffing of the Cork County 
Home, but since then I am pleased to learn 
that this has been remedied. Now [I am 
obliged,’’ added Coroner J. J. Horgan, 
solicitor, ‘at an inquest held in the County 
Home this morning, “ again to comment on an 
entirely different matter. 

“This time,” the Coroner said, “I must 
draw attention to the Board responsible for 
the very dangerous way come of the patients 
are left in their wards overnight.” 

The evidence showed that the deceased, 
Kate O'Sullivan, an inmate of the institution, 
died suddenly on September órd last, and. as 
a result of the ward in which she was confined 
being locked, the other patients in the room 
were unable to summon medical aid until 
fifteen minutes had elapsed, during which time 
thev kicked and knocked at the door. 

The ward attendant said that it was her 
duty to lock the ward at night. She agreed 
with the Coroner that if fire broke out in the 
ward in question during the night the patients 
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HE Round Room of the Dublin Mansion 
House was crowded last night for the 
Oxford Group’s first public assembly 

in the Free State, and an overflow meeting 
was held in the Molesworth Hall. 

The invitation to last nights meeting 
stated that ‘‘the Oxford Group has an 
answer to all Ireland's problems,” and that 
this fact would be ‘‘demonstrated by a 
team of people from different parts of Ireland 

o have found a new way of living.” 

The Group was originated by an American 
Dr. Frank Buchman: He visited Oxford 
University, and from there, in 1928, a party 
of six students visited the South African 
Universities to tell of how they had found a 
new way of living. This “new way of liv- 
ing” consisted of ‘‘the four absolutes” of 
the Group—absolute Lonesty, absolute purity, 
ubsolute unselfishness and absolute love. In 
the -course of the tour the title ‘‘ Oxford 
jroup ” was given to the visitors by a South 
African newspaper. Since that time, it 1s 
claimed, the intluence cf the movement has 
spread to more than fifty countries. 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCE 


Mr. Frederick Barton, a member of the 
Kildare County Council, wes the first speaker 
at last night’s meeting in the Mansion House. 
Introducing himself to the audience, Mr. 
Barton remarked that his previous appear- 
ance at the Mansion House was in a blue 
shirt. Within a month of deciding to let 
God run his life, he was shaking hands with 
a member of an organisation to which he 
had been bitterly opposed. 

He felt that now he could be the means 
of bringing news of God and His answer to 
the world’s chaos to everyone. Many 
“‘isms’’ had been introduced in Europe, and 
all had done a great deal for humanity in 
their own way, but none of them was able 
to compete by itself with the problems such 
as civil war and social upheaval, which con- 
fronted the world to-day. 

Through the ages, he said, Ireland had been 
renowned for patriots and saints. The true 
atriot to-day was the man who’ gave his 
ife to bring his country under God's control. 
The qualities of patriot and saint could be 
incorporated in one being. 

Mr. Loudon Hamilton, a graduate of Christ 
Church College, Oxford, and one of the six 
persons who went to South Africa in 1928, 
said that much of the agreement which had 
been reached in South Africa on racial and 
political problems had been due to the Oxford 
Group—this had been expressed by leading 
South Africans. President Hambro, c! 
Norway, had given testimony, at a luncheon 
in Geneva, as to how his own country had 
been changed. The effect of this statement 
was to bring about a treaty of amity between 
two other European nations. 

A Dublin chartered accountant, Mr. David 
Telford, who is now in business in Cork, 
said: ‘‘The condition of civilisation to~<lay 
is must serious, and we, instead of being 
active propagating Christians united in carry- 
ing out God's will, are split into as many 
political factions as would satisfy a conti- 
nent instead of a: small country like ours.’’ 
He added that before he met the ‘ Oxford 
Group he himself was split. internally; now 
he spent a short while each day in having 
a ‘‘quiet time ” with God, and had intro- 
duced the same spirit into his business. 


OTHER INSTANCES 


Mr. James Conrtnay, Belfast. confessed 
that he had been liable to fits of temper at 
home before he met the Group. Miss Renee 
Dunlop, Belfast, spoke of the relief from 
strain and worry which she had found since 


she was “ changed.” 

Mr. David Telford's i 
daughter, Faith, spoke of the “ changes. 
which had taken place in their lives since 
they had become associated with the Oxford 
Grou 

Mr. Frederick Thompson, a member of the 
Relfast. City Council, described how, after 
he had received threatening letters, he had 
called his employ:s together to tell 
them what Christ meant to him and to them. 

Mr. Frank Breen—a Belfast-born shoe re- 
pairer, working in Dublin—told of becoming 
associated with the Group after finding a 
newspaper referring to its activities in St. 
Stephen’s Green about a year ago. Now, he 
said, all his differences and difficulties had 
disappeared. 

Other speakers included a Lurgan handker- 
chief hemstitcher, Miss Ellie Uprichard; Miss 
Mabel Munro, a Belfast crvil servant; Mr. 
Samuel Butler. a Dubliner, and Miss Ena 
Williamson, a missionary worker under the 
Dublin University Fukien Mission in China. 
All gave examples of how contact wrth the 
Group kad altered their outlook on life.

Another thing is that, with a rapidly in- 
creasing personnel, training obviously becomes 
of more importance than when the personnel 
is practically stationary, as it was two years 
ago 


BY SEA AND AIR 


Details of exercises to be carried out during 
what the Admiralty calls the “ autumn train- 
ing period ” and the Fleet calls the “ autumn 
cruise”’ have not yet been fully worked out. 
It is certain. however, unless some other 
internationa' imbroglio crops up—that the 
Home Fleet will once again be seen in 
Scottish waters. 

On the way north, whether it be '“east- 
about” or ‘‘ west-about,’’ a large-scale 
exercise will certainly be carried out. And it 
is equally certain that fairly extensive air 
operations. will be combined with this 
exercise; for month by month it becomes 
more evident that strategisis and tacticians 
regard air power aí sea as an integral part of 
sea power. 

Moreover, to-day, with Empire defence 
being co-ordinated and the gaps in all three 
Services being hastily filled, there is little 
chance of a repetition of the occurrence of 
three years ago, when fanatical enthusiasts of 
air power, most of whom had never 50 
much as seen a battleship from the air, 
shouted about the fleet being ‘‘ Blown out of 
the water.” To-day there is a strong realis- 
ation, not only that co-ordination, but also 
that close co-operation between the fighting 
services is essential. 

The fleet will almost certainly use Inver- 
gordon as its main base in Scottish waters, 
although units will also use Rosyth and pro- 
bably Scapa Flow. While in harbour strenu- 
ous exercises and drills will be carried out, 
and the spirit of inter-ship rivalry will be 
invoked to give greater training value to 
every evolution which is carried out. 


“ GENERAL DRILL” 


There are people who regard “general 
drill ” as an anachronism—who ask why it is 
necessary to train the sailor to get out a 7-ton 
anchor at high speed, or to race round the 


fleet with every available boat. They 
point out that most boats will be left 
in harbour when the fleet sails to. give 
battle, and that occasions when a bower 


anchor has been necessary at a distance from 
the ship have, in practice, been mercifully 
rare. But these people, priding themselves 
upon being realists, are losing sight of reality 
—the reality of training. They are demanding 
the finished and highly-trained sailor before 
the initial “rough and clumsy ” spots have 
been smoothed off. 7 
General drill teaches ren to move quickly, 
not to get in the way, to avoid danger by 
instinct, to use their wits and their bodies 
both quickly and efficiently. Moreover, general 
drill to-day has been leavened with lively 
imagination. No.longer is it mere repetition 
of evolutions, full instractions for which can 
be learnt parrot-fashion from the ‘‘Seamanship 
Manual.’” In modern general drill the sailor 
or the officer is faced with a problem—a 
situation—with which he has to deal. The 
situation nealy always involves the display of 
a high degree of seamanlike skill. It is. 
in fact, “applied seamanship’’—usually applied 
in a most unlikely-looking manner to a 
highly realistic problem. That is where 
initiative and common-sense come in—the 
qualities more to be sought after than much 
fine gold. 

As a rule, the Admiral who has set the 
problem is at pains to complicate it still 
further by taking an arbitrary liberty with 
the ‘‘lives’’ «f his officers. Then casualties 
become numerous, and it is left to the next 
man to carry on. have seen a young 
leading seaman left’ to do a commander’s 
job, and right well he did it. 


“ FEATURING ” 'WESTONIA 


An instance of general drill of the new 

pattern. Revolt has broken out at Santa 
Maria, Westonia, or some other place plan- 
ted on the coast for the purpose. Ships are 
ordered there at high speed. Information 
is scarce, but-it is known that the British 
Consul (and usually his daughter) is hard 
bat A poison gas factory in the town 
1as exploded, and gas is everywhere. The 
town's ordinary gas works are apt to blow 
up at any moment, and fires are raging. 
The landing is hotly opposed by the rebels, 
and can only be carried out with cover 
from the ships and from armed landing 
parties. At this juncture a gale springs 
up. The ship is on a dangerous 
lee shore, anchors have to be laid out to 
prevent her dragging on to the rocks; and 
this while peacadh; every boat is away 
with landing parties. In face of this problem 
half the more senior officers and some of 
the junior give up the ghost. Signals come 
in from the landing parties. Casualties have 
occurred there and must be brought off to 
the ship. Involved questions of international 
law rear their heads. and as a last straw the 
consul’s daughter develops tantrums or 
pneumonia. 
Since the initial problem has been made 
clear to the ship’s companies at least a day 
before the ‘‘revolt” breaks out, the men 
enter fully into the spirit of the operation, 
and, therefore, there is incalculably more 
training value in it than in ordinary set 
evolutions. 


PRIVY TO PLOT 


At sea, too, more imagination is used than 
a few years ago. The fleet exercise of to-day 


centres around some likely problem. It may 
well be designed to investigate some obscure 
tactical or strategical problem only known 


to Whitehall, and the admirals involved, but 
it is built up with realism and an eye more 
to probabilities than possibilities. And 
the men are told what is happening. 
Not only is the general idea divulged to 
them before the exercise begins. Once away 
at sea, when there is no chance of shore- 
going-seamen’s gossip revealing plans to 
the enemy,” the ship’s company, from the 
commander to the junior “‘ snotty,’’ from the 
chief quartermaster to the side-boys and 
assistants cooks, is made privy to the plans 
of their force. And from time to time 
during the exercise the men are told exactly 
what is a place, why certain manceuvres 
have been adopted, where the other units 
of their force and the enemy, are, and who 
is getting the best of the battle. 
us every man, although he may be but a 
pawn in the great game, is given a definite 
personal interest in the cxercise. It is sur- 
prising how keen the men are upon the 
course of these exercises when they know 
the objective, and how each side is tryin 
to achieve it. It is not an interest while 
dies with the end of the “war.” For days 
after one of the fleet’s “ wars’ you will 
find ratings armed with matches and stubs 
of pencils, arguing out with their rivals 


just where they went wrong, and how rightly 


they deserved to “‘cop”’ it 

All this is the new Navy. In the old days 
few people outside in and navi- 
gation officer saw a chart or knew of what 
was going on over the rim of the horizon, , ..

A RECOMMENDATION 


Mr. Thornton—Therefore, I will recom- 
mend that in future all these prosecutions 
will be brought in the name of the Attorney- 
General. In my twenty years’ experience |

The Justice—We did allow costs against the 
Minister in some cases.

Lord: Glanely will be present at the 
Curragh to-day to see his colt, Pizarro, 
contest the Irish St. Leger. Pizarro ran 
in the English classic at Doncaster last 
week, and, strangely enough, there was a 
quiet teashop tip about him in Dublin on 
the morning of the race. Lord Glanely 
(Sir William Tatem) is a shipping 
magnate long associated with Cardiff and 
South Wales. “He is a Devonshire man 
by birth, and now lives near Newmarket, 
An. LL.D. of Unjversity College, South 
Wales, Lord Glanely is President of that 
institution. His Lordship is the first 
Baron—a creation of 1918. All his life he 
has been interested in thoroughbreds. He 
has expended large sums on the purchase 
of bloodstock, and until last week held the 
record as having 6 the highest auction 
price for a yearling. He paid 14,000 
guineas for Blue Ensign, who only 
appeared once on .a racecourse—when he 
reared up at the starting gate. Lord 
Glanely has raced with considerable 
success, having won the Derby with Grand 
Parade. I do not think he has been in 
Ireland for .a number of years now— 
probably not since he took the Irish Two 
Thousand Guineas to England with Grand

Another symbolic 
association with this event is the curved 
ram’s horn, the shofar, signifying the re- 
pentant heart, which is blown. It is one 
of the oldest and most primitive forms of 
wind instrument, and in ancient days was 
used for many other p s besides 
religious ceremonies, as, for instance, the 
summoning of the troops to battle.

N eighth stained glass window is about 
A to be erectea in St. Nabhi’s Church, 
Dundrum. It is the work of Miss K. 
broke street, Dublin. Miss O'Brien already 
is responsible for the three east windows in 
this ancient church. The new stained glass 
window, which is to be erected at the north 
side, is in memory of Canon Thomas Monk 
Gibbon and is the gift of his widow and 
family. : 
The artist has depicted the scene following 
the Transfiguration of Our Lord as He ad- 
dresses the three Apostles. Trees, grass, 
flowers and water make the garden setting, 
with the mountain in the distance, while 
above all is a glittering beam from the 
heavens. Over the figure of Christ and the. 
group of kneeling saints is set the words: 
7 When they were fully awake they saw no 
man save Jesus only.” At the base of the 
picture is the inscription: ‘In memory of 
a loving husband, a devoted and inspiting 
father, this window has been placed here by 
those who for so many years saw ‘in their 
own home the patience and energy, and joy 
and self-forgetfulness of this true servant of 
his Master,” and also: ' William Monk 
Gibbon, 1864-1935.”

Canon Gibbon in the course of his 
restoration of St. Nahi’s, took occasion to 
support Miss Sarah Purser’s stained glass 
enterprise, and six of the seven windows 
were supplied from that source.

exchange of views in order to achieve good 
results, 


ATTITUDE OF THE POWERS 


All the Governments concerned have now 
made known their attitude to the British pro- 
posals for the London Conference. France 
and Belgium *have agreed, but neither 
Germany nor Italy has accepted. 

The German attitude is that the suggested 
date is too early, and that more time than 
the interval permits would be required for 
diplematic preparations.

In these circumstances, it is evident that the 
Conference has no prospect of meeting in 
October.’ The British Government, in sug- 
gesting a date in the second half of October, 
was under the impression that it would be 
acceptable to Germany. 


CHANGE OF VIEW 


There was reason to believe that that was 
what Germany wanted, but apparently there 
has been a change of attitude in Berlin in the 
last week or so. 

Apart from the belief that the proposed 
date would be convenient to Germany, the 
British Government thought it advisable that 
there should be a fixed date to which the 
various Foreign Offices could work in 
making their diplomatic preparations for the 
Conference.

“COMPREHENSIVE” SCHEME

Pensions for journalists were advocated 
yesterday at the Instituté of Journalists’ Con- 
ference in Edinburgh. 

A resolution urging the “desirability of a 
comprehensive superannuation scheme for all 
engaged in journalism’’ was carried, after 
considerable discussion, with the omission of 
the word “ comprehensive.” 

Mr. W. Beál, Newcastle, seconded by 
Mr. G. 8, Boggon, Seaham, moved the 
original resolution, and requested the Execu- 
tive Committee to approach the newspaper 
owners on the subject. 

Mr. N. F. Robson, London, submitted that 
a universal scheme was impracticable, He 
did not think that the Institute would be 
doing practical work if they tried to make 
any arrangements for an “ over-all ” scheme. 

Mr. Alan Pitt Robbins, London, pointed 
out that the Institute had in the past gone 
into the scheme and found that it was hope- 
lessly impracticable. There was no indication 
that proprietors would agree to a general 
scheme. An attractive pensions scheme was 
an inducement to keep men on the staff. 

The amended resolution suggested by Mr. 
W. F. Pine, of Southsea, was then carried.

The Maine Elections 


The results of the Maine elections do not 
‘promise well for President Roosevelt. 
This is a State election for a Governor, a 
Senator, three Congressmen and certain 
minor officials; but, since it is based on 
the same policies which are contrasted, a 
few months later, in the Presidential 
election, it has great significance. Just as 
the people of Great Britain were once 
accustomed to say, ' What Manchester 
thinks to-day England will think to- 
morrow,’ so the Americans say, or used to 
say, As Maine goes so goes the nation.” 
If their logic is true, President Roosevelt 
has every reason to be disconsolate. The 
Republican nominee for the Senatorship 
has won by 158,000, against 153,000 votes, 
and the Republican candidate for the 
Governorship by 172,000, against 129,000 
votes. Yet the Democrats are not dis- 
couraged. They point out that Maine, far 
from being a true index to national feeling, 
always has been a Republican stronghold, 
and seldom or never has failed to elect 
Republican candidates. In the circum- 
stances, the fact that the Republican 
majority—at all events for the Senatorial 
election—is so small must be construed as 
a moral victory for the Democratic Party. 


the ‘‘ outgoing ’’ Governor is a Democrat ; 
so that the Republican victory definitely 
marks a turn of the tide. When all is 
said and done, however, these ‘‘ token 
votes ” are seldom conclusive. If the 
course of events in Maine seems to imply 
that President Roosevelt will be defeated 
in the major contest, the general opinion 
of competent observers. is that he will be 
victorious—though with a reduced majority 
—over his Republican opponent. His 
personal popularity is enormous; the 
‘‘ under-dog ’’ vote will go to him almost 
without exception; and he has captured 
the loyalty of many Americans who cannot 
deny that the United States have made a 
surprising recovery since he assumed office 
four years ago.

It is not possible for foreigners, survey- 
ing so huge a country from outside, to 
predict the result of the Presidential 
election. The ggneral belief is, indeed, 
that President Roosevelt will win ; but two

He has spent upon un- 
employment assistance and relief works 
sums which appear colossal to the 
American conservatives—though, propor- 
tionately, they do not seem so large to 
Irishmen or Englishmen. He could not 
have acted otherwise. He came into power 
at a time when the United States were at 
the nadir .of their fortunes, and his 
immediate duty was to ensure that the 
national distress should not find vent in 
violence. In that object he succeeded, 
and, so long as he did nothing bu‘ keep 
the populace quiet, there were no 
grumbles. It was when, in an attempt to 
establish a more secure economy, he 
tampered with the sanctities of big busi- 
ness that the fiist unmistakeable signs of 
revolt became evident. For the first time 
President Roosevelt has drawn + sharp 
line of division bejween the two great 
American parties.

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Changes in Austria 


After a long period of comparative in- 
activity the Austrian Republic has crept 
back to the front pages of the newspapers. 
The most picturesque figure in Austrian 
politics for many years is Prince Starhem- 
berg, who combines a great charm of 
person with an exceedingly shrewd brain. 
Ever since the end of the Werld War this 
Prince has been playing a leading part in 
Austrian affairs, and has enjoyed a con- 
siderable following. He is an avowed 
Fascist, maintaining intimate associations 
with Signor Mussolini, and it is to his 
influence very largely that Austria’s 
dependence upon Italy must be attributed. 
His power in Austria has* been based 
mainly on the fact that he has been in 
control of the Heimwehr, the only 
organised force of armed men in the 
country. With this body at his back he 
has been able to impose his wishes on the 
Government of the Republic; and there is 
not the least doubt that his aim has been 
eventually to establish a Fascist dictator- 
ship in Austria. Now his policy has been 
given a severe check; for the Viennese 
Heimwehr has deposed him, inasmuch as 
it has invited the famous Major Fey to 
become its leader. Fey and Starhemberg 
are sworn enemies. 
much opposed to Fascism and Naziism as 
the latter is in favour of them, and it 
seems as if Prince Starhemberg either will 
be forced to challenge Vienna's verdict or 
to resign altogether. Austria’s position 
during the last few years has been most 
humiliating. The little Republic has been 
torn between two alternatives, the one 
more embarrassing than the other. On 
the one hand, it has been standing in 
imminent danger of absorption in the 
German Reich; on the other, it has been 
threatened by complete subservience to 
Italy. In point of fact, economic pressure, 
and the intense hostility of certain of its 
neighbours, have forced the Austrian 
Government to accept Italian “ pro- 
tection,’’ and since the murder of Dr. 
Dollfuss, when Signor Mussolini sent his 
army to the Brenner, Italian influence has 
been pardmount in Vienna. Prince Star- 
hemberg has been the principal agent of 
Fascism in Austria. He appears to have 
turned his back on Austrian tradition, 
which 1s opposed most violently to every- 
thing Italian, and to have delivered him- 
self completely into the hands of Signor 
Mussolini. Furthermore, although he is 
known to dislike Herr Hitler, he 
apparently has been flirting with the 
Austrian Nazis of late. These gentlemen 
have become aggressive again, after their 
débicle of a couple of years ago, and 
evidently they have been encouraged by 
Herr Hitler’s recent diplomatic successes. 
Major Fey’s return to power in Vienna 
probably will bring about an early change 
in Austrian policy; but it is too soon .yet 
to predict the course of coming events in 
the Republic. In the long run there 
seems to be no way in which an 
Anschluss with Germany can be avoided. 
Austria cannot exist permanently on her 
own resources. Her economy is fantastic- 
ally lop-sided, and Vienna’s position with- 
out some assistance from outside would 
become impossible. For political reasons, 
however, ‘there can be no question of a 
junction with Germany at present.. Any 
attempt to bring it about, by Austrian 
consent or otherwise, would involve grave 
risk of a European war. The next five 
or ten years must be bridged in some way, 
and it is to be hoped that the weakening 
of the Starhemberg influence will help to 
bridge them satisfactorily.

Mining Royalties 


Some time ago Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
promised to introduce a bill in Parliament 
to nationalise mining royalties, and it is 
now understood that the Government 
experts are busily engaged on drawing yp 
such a measure. Britain. has some four 
thousand royalty owners, and the claim for 
compensation amounts to £150,000.000. 
The Ecclesiastical Commissioners draw 
more than £300,000 a year, and it is said 
that this body is heading the opposition to 
an assessment considered reasonable by 
the authorities. The bill, when intro- 
duced, will probably suggest £100,000.000 
as sufficient to meet all claims, and a 
Commission will be set up to share out 
this huge sum among the owners. Royalties 
in South Wales are as high as eightpence 
halfpenny a ton in some places, the tota! 
amount being equal to the combined cost of 
local rates, health and unemployment in- 
surance. 


Industrial Troubles in Frarice 


The industrial crisis in France is being 
watched with some anxiety here, as it is 
felt that it may lead to repercussions in 
business circles, particularily in the in- 
dustries dealing largely with French 

oods. The strikers appear to be most 
} soap ae in their attitude, but this is 
met on the part of the employers by a 
blank re to sign collective contracts 
with employés as ordered by M. Blum. 
It is maintained by the employers that 
they cannot accept a plan which would 
mean the ruin of their industries. A 
Paris newspaper declares that “ the social 
crisis in France has entered a particular!y 
acute stage.

AERIAL DEATH DIVE

Germany, couched in the most 
pungent terms, is launched by the 
Izvestia in an article on the Nazi Congress 
at Nuremberg. 

Headed: ‘‘ A Dance with Torches on a 
Powder-Magazine,”’ the article describes 
the Congress as an attempt to intimidate 
and blackmail foreign States by a 
“- hysterical demonstration of Germany's 
readiness for war.’’ 

Here are extracts from some of the more 
vehement passages: ‘‘ The kernel of the 
Nuremberg buffoonery lies not in the ex- 
positions of Hitler’s economic theories, but 
in a raving propaganda of aggression. 

** Hitler was so carried away that he has 
been dreaming aloud, not only about the 
Ukraine, but about the Urals and Siberia, 
and he has reached the bewildering conclu- 
sion that he needs these Soviet lands for 
the creation of a German paradise. - 


“ DISEASED PHANTASY ” 


“ Only the diseased phantasy of a man 
with the fixed idea of pillages can have 
produced such monstrous and absurd 
dreams. It was not surprising, therefore, 
that his assistants, Goebbels a 
should let themselves go like mad dogs 
which have slipped their chains.”’ 

“Such gangster methods and such 
language of pogrom-makers is unknown in 
the history of international relations,’”’ the 
article declares. ‘‘ The only conclusion 
one can draw from this flood of poisonous 
saliva from mad dogs is that they were 
offering their services for heading a 
crusade against the U.S.S.R ”’ 

The article then asserts that those who 
think the only road for the expansion of 
German Fascism “lies in the East ” 
should remember that ‘‘ the motif of the 
raving delirium of. Nuremberg is a move 
to disrupt at all cost the system of collec- 
tive security in Europe. 


“INCENDIARIES OF WAR”

Two churches alone have been spared in 
Barcelona among the fifty or more that 
stood before the rebellion. The Cathedral 
has not been burnt because of its 
eer, sag nor the Church of the Holy 
Family because of its modern architecture, 
but every other church went up in flames 
in the early days of the rising. Smashed 
images, broken roofs and tottering walls 
are witness to the work of a mob which 
went about its task methodically and 
savagely. All over the country one meets 
with the same melancholy sight, until in 
the end it has become so familiar that it is 
hardly observed. In almost every village 
the church has been burnt and the priest 
has fled, if he was lucky... The young men 
—and women—have broken in and set the 
charch alight. They have ced round 
the blazing wreck, singing songs, and have 
searched with guns for the man who was 
their priest. They are still glad that 
churcu and priest have gone, and what 
their elders think is not revealed. 


ACCEPTED AS NATURAL 


In some places, indeed, the fact that 
the church has gone has almost ceased to 
be a matter for savage triumph, and is 
accepted—after a mere four weeks-—as 
something quite natural. While we were 
at the Aragon front one of the local com- 
manders asked us if we had ever seen the 
game of pelota, and we followed him té 
where two of the men were engaged in a 
friendly match. They were playing their 
game inside a burnt-out church, up where 
the altar had been. A small crowd of 
men watched them, another group was 
gathered at the opposite end cooking some- 
thing over a fire. Nobody commented on 
the change, nobody boasted to the 
foreigners of what had been done. They 
had forgotten that they were in a church. 

What is the reason for these terrible 
things? Why should a country, which 
for centuries has been known as one of 
the most pious in Europe, turn almost 
like a wild beast against a thing that 
used to be its pride, and tear it to 
pieces? To talk about ' Communist 
savages” brings the truth no nearer, 
because it does nothing to explain the fact 
that the churches in Spain have | been 
wrecked by Spaniards, whose religious 
tradition goes back for hundreds of years. 
The people themselves have risen against 
the Couch. 

Any account of the Spanish war which 
left out the religious question would be 
unthinkable, because religion has played 
so large a part in it. At the same time, I 
cannot pretend to a better judgment on 
the general issue than the people who have 
watched events in Dublin. M[ arrived in 
Barcelona after it was all over. I have 
seen for myself that churches and convents 
were burnt, but for the rest I can only 
repeat second-hand evidence on one side 
or the other, and that is not worth very 
much. The most I can do is to give the 
accounts which I received from various 
people, and to be as objective as possible 
about it. 


OFFICIAL VIEW 


First of all, there is the ‘‘ official ”’ 
version of events, hich will be 
repeated: ad infinitum if one confines 
inquiries to Left-wing enthusiasts. The 
Church, they will say, was a 
tyrant which took sides with the 
rich against the poor, and used its 
enormous moral and material power to 
keep the people down. It conspired with 
the Fascists to make the present war, 
storing ammunition and money in the holy 
gr as and using them even as forts 
when the fighting broke out. 

All this sounds like “ war propaganda ’”’ 
of the crudest type, and, when 1 became 
a little sure of my ground in Barcelona, 
I said so to the people who put it forward. 
The first part of the indictment is the 
under-dog’s . usual grumble that. some 
people are richer than others, and the 
second (said I) is inconceivable. A priest 
may mix himself more closely with 

litics than he should, but he simply 
oes not use his church as a store-house 
for cartridges or as a place from which he 
can fire a machine- To say such 
things 1s merely to the fact that 
some excuse must be found for horrible 
events, however lame the excuse may be. 

To take the first of the excuse first. 
there can be little that the materia] 
power and wealth of the Church in Spain 
provided one reason for the outrages. The 
Church, as a body, was very wealthy-—it

As a 
matter of fact, I examined that church 
afterwards, and noticed bullet marks all 
round the windows, and round the windows 
of the presbytery alongside it. A mob 
may burn down a church wantonly, but I

Such things could not happen in i 
or Ireland, but in anything which concerns. 
the Spanish war we must remember that 
we are dealing with a country whose 
standards and actions are very far 


from being those of England or Ireland,” 


At the moment, for instance, the Govern- 
ment troops are fighting for possession 
of Sietamo, on the Aragon front, and, 
unless The Times report of Saturday is 
wildly imaccurate, “ the insurgents re- 
main fortified in the church, the barracks 
of the Civil Guard, and an old castle.” 
Burnt churches and fortified churches are 
no new thing in Spain. 


ANARCHIST ATTITUDE 


At the beginning, the church-burning 
and priest-hunting seems to have been the 
expression of an anti-clerical rather than 
an anti-religious feeling, 
very soon allowed its hatred 
Spanish Church to develop into an 
ignorant hatred of Christianity as aa 
whole, and most of the “ blasphemy ” 
stories can be readily believed. Among 
the more intelligent people, however, the 
feeling is still confined to a hatred.of the 
Spanish clergy. “If we come into 
power,” said one Anarchist to me, “ we 
shall allow the Church as much scope as 
it wants—spiritually. But we shall not 
allow it to own -large properties, to 
meddle, as a body, in political affairs, or 
to control such things as education.” I 
do not say that he spoke with any autho- 
rity, and I merely give his remarks as an 
example of a fairly widespread attitude. 

La Noche, the principal evening paper 
in Barcelona, printed a leading article 
which implies that the official point of 
view is not based on simple hatred of 
religion, but on the feeling that the clergy 
were unjust stewards. “ What a terrible 


deception,’’ it says, ‘‘ to have suffered and . 


to see His sufferings are to move 
to piety, not to inspire brotherly love 
among all men—but to pile up riches 
which have been taken from the workers 
and the tillers of the earth, whom the 
Rabbi loted so deeply and bh“ 
Bringing to an end a leng unciation 
of the Spanish priests, it says: “ What 


will the sincere believers say when they 


have seen these things which contradict 
flatly the doctrines constantly invoked by 
those who minister to them under the.titie 
of ‘ followers of the Rabbi '—oí that Rabbi 
Who aspired to no earthly kingdom, Whe 
accepted no crown but a crown of thorns, 
Who prayed that peace might come to all 
men of good will?” I believe this to be 
the attitude of the leaders, but in the 
meantime the mob is shouting “ Down 
with Christianity !”’ 


KILLING OF PRIESTS 
As to the killing of priests, most of the 


stories are only too well founded. There 


are exceptions, of course. I have myself 
met the ex-priest of a small country town, 
whom the people had spared because they 
thought him a good and kindly man. He 
is still living in the town, though not in 
clerical clothes, and nobody dreams of 
harming him. Again, a number of priests 
have taken sides with the Government, 
but their attitude is a little contemptible— 
most of them, for instance, have hurriedly 
converted their churches into granaries or 
village halls. Nevertheless, the ral 
rule is that all priests are kil when 
found. ra 
Again we must remember the point of 
view. Rightly or wrongly, the people 
believe that the rebellion was due to the 
Army officers and the priests, actin 
together. They treat one class wi 
exactly the same barbarous severity as 
they treat the other—with same 
severity, indeed, as the rebels treat any- 


body whom they know to be a Communist. .

HITLER’S REBUFF TO 
STARHEMBERG 


REFUSAL TO GRANT “AN.

It is understood here that Prince Star- 
hemberg was in Berchtesgaden, Bavaria, 
last week, and tried to see Herr Hitler 
at his country house there. 

He was informed, however, 
Fuehrer would only receive 
officials who were introduced by 
Austrian Government. 

Prince Starhemberg’s plan is reported 

to have been to conclude a special agree- 
ment between the Nazis and the Austrian 
Heimwehr, which would be aimed at 
making him an important force in 
Austrian politics once more. 
; Last night’s sudden decision by the 
Vienna Heimwebr to call upon Major Fey 
to be their leader is generally regarded in 
political circles asthe beginning of a crisis 
in the Heimwehr Party which may afiect 
Austria’s relations with Germany. 

It is considered possible that it may lead 
to Prince Starhemberg’s disappearance 
from the political stage at a very early 
date. 

Since Prince Starhemberg’s deposition 
from the Cabinet last May his party has 
been rapidly losing ground in Austrian 
politics, and the Vienna Heimwehr have 
actively expressed their discontent with 
the position. 

Major Fey’s assumption of the leader- 
ship of the Vienna Heimwehr would lend 
added significance to the negotiations 
which have been going on in recent weeks 
for his re-entry into the Cabinet. 

His inclusion in the Ministry would con- 
stitute.a definite step towards stemming 
German influence in Austria and illegal 
activities by the Austrian Nazis, who have 
of late been displaying an increasingly 
defiant and threatening attitude.

The falling birthrate in this country is 
causing some people eoncern. As a 
disciple of Francis Galton, I am more 
concerned with quality than quantity, and 
[ am quite unmoved. 3 

When the clash comes, if come it must, 
between these two hordes of barbarians— 
because there are civilised barbarians— 
it may be the salvation of the world or its 
doom will depend upon whether Northern 
and Western Europe and America have 
been able to preserve’ individualised 
society. or, like the opposed masses in the 
dictator countries, have yielded to the 
tremendous pressure of what may prove 
to be a bastard civilisation, and caught the 
infection of despair. 

If ourown individualities refuse to be tub- 
thumped, or intimidated into a pulp, all 
may yet be well, and the clash may be 
averted. Meanwhile, “a plague on both 
blouses.’’ (Laughter and applause.) 

We have troubles of our own—a loud 
speaker next door and the roar of the 
sports model car up the street. After al! 
these nuisances comes another fire-eating 
speech of a dictator on tour, or an account 
of one of those orgies of human sacrifice 
by which another State hopes to maintain 
control. No wonder our nerves are kept 
on edge. 


SPURIOUS REMEDIES 


The remedies which depend upon 
dragooning patients in the mass are 
spurious remedies, and unlikely to be 
finally effective m freeing the world from 
the strain from which it is suffering. It 
may be said that what may not succeed 
in Britain may succeed in Russia or in 
Germany. But it behoves us to. keep an 
open mind, and be vigilant lest we sell 
the birthright of our national character- 
istics, which are individuality and poise, 
for one or other of the vaunted panaceas 
which are offered us from outside. 
Speaking of the strain of modern life, 
Lord Horder said that the trained eye 
could detect in the street the early stages 
of anxiety and neurosis—a state of nerves 
and mind which was unloaded upon the: 
digestive and other bodily functions. 
Functional diseases, as against organic 
diseases, were rampant. 

In the sphere of microbic infections we 
had new diseases for old. Preventive 
medicines had freed us from many of the 
severer epidemics. Tuberculosis had come 
largely under control, but in place of such 
plagues there was an increase in the in- 
cidence of those more subtle germ diseases 
which we term ‘‘sub-infections.”’ In 
many of these diseases the germ comes 
from within and not from without, se that 
indeed a man‘s woes were those of his 
own household. 

What, he went on, are the causes of 
nerve strain? It is almost platitudinoaus 
to speak of the anxiety connected with the 
competition of living, and now of the 
equally grave and increasing sense of in- 
ternational insecurity ; of the general pace 
at which we live; of the precariousness of 
life itself in the streets ; so that we seem 
in these days to live by accident 
rather than to die by it—(laughter) ; 
of monotony and drabness inherent 
in many workers” long hours of 
physical and mental effort; of 
ack of air, exercise and sleep; 
of the exciting nature of our amusements, 
whether the immediate demand for these 
be normal relaxation or dope and noise— 
needless, stupid, provocative, ill-mannered, 
selfish noise. 


SLACKENING OF THE 
MORAL CODE 


Continuing, Lord Horder said that he 
would add another more subtle thing— 
the less recognisable slackening of the 
moral code in the direction of increased 
freedom for both sexes. He could not do 
better than quote the words of the poet— 

“ Me this unchartered freedom tires; 

I feel the weight of chance-desires.”’ 
Judgment would, no doubt, come in time, 
in this matter as with others, but it had 
not come yet. 3 

There is, he observed, a notion afoot 
that in the last analysis science is largely 
responsible for much of the strain of 
modern life. I regard this unloading of 
the responsibility on science as mere 
pusillanimity. 1 hold the view that it is 
not too much science, but too little science, 
that has helped to get us into this trouble. 
What interest does the average individual 
really take in science, and to what extent 
is he prepared to encourage it? The 
answer 1s ' almost nil.” This is odd, 
because he recognises quite fully that at 
the present time politics and economics, 
and some would add, even religion, re- 
garded as symptoms existing for human 
betterment, seem to have failed him, and 
science alone is not bankrupt. Science has, 
indeed, loaded man with benefits, but he 
‘has shown an indifference to the use of 
them which is quite pathetic. 

‘We need not drive the car so fast that 
it kills nor, make a loud-speaker so loud 
that it deafens. Science was made for 
man, and not man for science, and the 
one thing that really matters is control. 
Are we going to drive the machine, or 
are we going to let it drive us? Mr. H. G. 
Wells has described civilisation as a motor 
car going at imcreasing speed, with a 
gibbering mohkey at the wheel, impotent 
to check it. “Not complimentary, but 
terribly suggestive,’’ said Lord Horder, 
amid laughter.

expected. 

It could be shown that the average 
family must contain 3.1 children of both 
sexes to make a stationary population. 
The strain of modern civilisation, with the 
inducements ‘towards an even more 
laxurious standard of living among the 
middle classes, must be held responsible 
for this present serious state of affairs

LONDON'S PARASITE 
 POPULATION 


A description of London as a city of a 
great parasite population was given by 
Sir Arnold Wilson, M.P., at a joint Con- 
ference of the Education and Agriculture 
sections. 

London, he said, with its eight millions, 
will not save England ; it will not do any- 
thing but sap our strength like a great 
wen. Its great parasite population can 
neither till the soil nor defend it. The 
future depends more than ever on those 
young men and women who, in a hundred 
occupations, help to produce food in sar- 
roundings in which they live in harmony. 

The influence of town-bred, college- 
trained teachers, he said, was often de- 
vastating. Teachers, male and female, 
were too seldom in touch with rural in- 
dustries and occupations. They did not 
know enough to realise the chances that 
agriculture offered to intelligent young 
peopie. They tended to advise promising 
youths to go into blind alleys, with white 
collars—badges of servitude—round their 
necks. -Again and again he had met boys 
who had been urged by masters to become 
clerks instead of carpenters. Too often 
they ended up as “ bookies’ touts and 
runners.’”’ 

Sir Arnold told of a gardener’s boy who 
stole money to buy gardening books. The 
proper cure for the boy, he said, was six 
months at the County Agricultural School. 
“ Bot,” he added, “the inevitable red 
tape which soon surrounds every official 
organisation made this impossible. . . 
The inhumanity of a committee knows no 
limits.’’ 

There were hundreds, perhaps thon- 
sands like that boy, who were unable to 
get the tonic and stimulus to life that six 
months’ technical training offered. 


IN PRAISE OF GERMANY 


Sir Arnold announced that he had just 
returned from Germany, and he went on: 


{As always, 1 have returned spiritual] 


elevated at the immense enthusiasm wit 
which the problems of education are being 
tackled there upon limes which, to me, 
are full of hope and give me confidence 
in the future of Europe. 

Continuing, he said that he was almost 
*‘ uniquely fortunate’ in having had his 
early education at an elementary school 
in the “dirtiest, blackest town in Lanca 
shire ” “I learned more there between the 
ages of eight and ten,” he declared,‘ than 
aiterwards in the great educational estab- 
lishment to which I-went.”’

British Trade in August 


Even allowing for the smaller number of 
working days last month and the influence 
of a holiday period, the August trade figures 
are somewhat disappointing.

Re-exports are also smaller. In comparison 
with August, 1955, the imports show an in- 
crease of £6,911,000 and the exports.an in- 
crease of only £375,000. Commenting ou 
these figures, The Times says that the in- 
crease in import values is significant in that 
it reflects to an increasing extent the steady 
rise that has been going on for some time in 
the prices of primary products, foodstuffs and 
raw materials. As there is every indication 
that this rise is hkely to continue, its in- 
fluence on import values must be taken into 
account in forming any estimate of the future 
trend of overseas trade. For the eight 
months of this year the adverse balance of 
trade—that is, the excess of imports over 
exports—is £211,765,000, an increase of 
£47,201,000. This means that, ualess the 
“invisible’’ exports have risen by that 
amount this year, the country is living in 
part on its capital invested abroad.

To the present reviewer, “The Marvel- 
lous History of St. Bernard” seems to be a 
very weak, very pretentious, and very bor- 
ing play. Religious themes are matter for 
drama no less than other themes—the artis- 
tic success of “ Noah,” and the somewhat 
smaller triumph of “ The Marriage of St. 
Francis’. are proof of that—but this does 
not imply that every religious drama is per- 
fect, and the present example is far from 
perfection.
